THE BOMBAY REORGANISATION (ADAPTATION OF LAWS 
ON UNION SUBJECTS) No. 2 ORDER, 1961. 

G.S.R. 631. —Whereas by section 88 of Lhe Bombay Reorganisation Act, J960 
('ll of 1960), the Central Government Is empoweretl; by order, to make such adapta¬ 
tions and modifications law made before the Ist day of May, 1960, relating 

to a matter in List I In fh“e iS^eventh Schedule to the Constitution, as may be neces¬ 
sary or expedient for the purpose of facilitating the applic'^on of such law in 
relation to the State of Maharashtra or Gujarat; 

Now, THEREFOKE, in exerciso of the powers conferred by the said section 8B, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely; — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Bombay Reorganisation (Adaptation of 
Lnws on Union Subjects) No. 2 Order, 1961. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of May, 19G0. 

2. The General Clauses Act, 1897, applies for the interpretation of this Order as 
it applies for the interpretation of a Central Acl;. 

;}. The Central Act rnentioned in the Schedule to this Order shall, until altered, 
repealed or amended by a competent legislature or other competent authority, have 
effect subject to the adaptations and modifications directed by that Schedule.
